CORONERS INQUEST

The coronere' inquest over the death 
of Jerry Lewis, oolored, who was shot 
a few days a«o by Officer Dudley 
filoomhuff, In a;^lTely shooting scrape 
near the coal dockH east of this city, 
was held in the Council Chamber 
Wednesday morning. Coroner Charles 
8lack priBidiiiB. The following com- 
i>osed the Jury— Mesars. A. Clooney. 
Foreman, Charles Rboemlller, James 
AValton, John WHUb. Fred Thomas and 
Andrew J. Boyd. County Attorney W. 
H. Rees cross examined the wltnwses 
Chief of PoNce Mackey was the first 
witness and told of the message he 
received from Covington, asking the 
police in this city to search all freight 
trains tor two nogro uon. Special 
Agent Thomas Stewart of the c & o., 
was next on the stand and gave his 
rerskm of the shooting. OIBoer 
Bloonihuff followed Stewart and told 
how he asked the dt-ad negro to stop 
and who paid no attention but shot 
at him. After Mr. BtoomhuH. Dr. 8. 
R. Harover took the stand and told 
the jury that tlif wound in the abdo- 
men waa the mortal wound and said 
that the negro had bn< little chaaoc 
to survive after being Bhot In that 
spot. He also declared that all the 
wirnads were from the front and that 
the path of the bullet was straight. 
Uraut Howard, the dead negro's pal, 
followed Dr. Uarover and told the 
Story that he did not shoot st the of- 
Qesr. He also said thst the dend man 

)l||d threatened lilni if lie did not do 
as ho did and as the Liewis negro was 
rniming toward h|m whoa he fired, 
and as he says that he did not flre at 
the officer, the police think thi^i he 
might have fired at l«wls thlnklag 
ho w^a trying to get him lor not open- 
ing fire at tl^^ of^cpr Qooiffir. Howard 
«'Ut bp cross-examined thoroughly be- 
|<»rp tbs osamlnlog trial of Bloomhuff 
and something may toni ap to show 
that he Hhot the dead man. After 
Howard. Cbarl^ Boone, white. wa« 
glTwi the chair. Boons said that he 
pss p od under tlie ear and saw Lewis 
wltl) a gun iu his hand Just before thf 
fhpof^Bg M this t|mo ^\ yff^, 
»»n epileptic, w(Mi girsD » Qross-svsm- 
liitloQ by Attorney Rees. Ward told 
H yery loose story, auyInK that Bloom- 
hnfi so)U'ched the Lewis man before 
bo started to nm. This Is thought by 
ths police to be a bit if imagination 



as the gun LowIh had Is over a foot 
long and as he had it straped to his 
belt It was impossible for any one to 

overlook It Ward's story was not 
given much credit. Willis Barber, col- 
ored, was given a hearing but told 
nothing of Iniportnnre. Boone Web- 
ster, colored, was placed on the stand 
and tostifled that Bloomhuff fired first 
but as Boone is noted tor his imagina- 
tion his story was not considered by 
the jury. Webster gave the jury a 
hearty laugbf by asking Coroner Slack 
to stake him to car fore to the brick 

yard where he worked. The coroner 
compiled with his request and Boone 
left with the room In laughter. 

After Webster. Robert Bertha, col- 
ored, was placed on the stand. Ber- 
tha told a straight forward story of 
the alTair and kept his imagination In 
check. Tho ooronor's Jury then re- 
tired and haadod Is the fsllowtaig ver- 
dict: 

Maysvllle, Ky., Jaly tl. 1916. 

We, the Jury Impaneled to Inquire 
into the death of Jerry Lewis, find 
that ho came to his death, the result 

of a Runshot wound in the abdomen 
occurred near the coal docks In Mason 
county, July 19. 

From the conflict of testimony it is 
not clear to the Jury that the bullet 
was llii.! r;\»in tlie gun of tlie arrest- 
ing ofUcer, Dudley Bloomhuff, or from 
the gun of the colored man companion, 
Nat Howard.

The jury had every reason to 
believe that Howard might have ahot 
Lewis, for when the first Bhots were 
fired and during the entire affnlr Of- 
ficer Bloomhuff was Standing on an 
angle from the dead nogro while How- 
ard when he flred. his gnd was on s 
straight line with LewiH, and a» the 
path of the bullet is very straight it 
wonid seem that there Is a doubt as 
to whether Bloomhuff or the Howard 
negro shot the dead man, with the 
odds against Howard. Chief Mackey, 
after the inquest, remarked that Lewis 
was well prepared lis the gun taken 
from him was the best he had ever 
seen and that no doubt Lewis bad 
committed some crime and was ready 
to resist arrest.

The Administra- 
tion had w> alternative but to file its protest — its 
dissent from the right of a belligerent, except 
through an Jictunl blockade or speeifie declarations 
of contraband, to intt rfeie witii conxmerce of neu- 
trals. .But the Washington government can hardly 
have had any expectation that the protest would 
cause tlie Allie.s to rt>eede fnmi tlieii' main purpo.se 
of cutti:ig off Cermany's supplies IVdiu al)i i)Hd. 

Jii tliif connection it may not be out of plree to 
refer- to the admirable position of American public 
Bentimeiit as reflected in its leading newspapers. 
Nowhere is there evidence of u disposition to add 
to the difficulties of the Administration in the 
iNMidUi'g of the many delicate and eomplieated 
qiiesti ii's which liavc arisen dnriiit,' the war. On 
all sides Is to be found a spirit of patriotic eoii- 
ciirrenee in its efforts to uphold American dignity 
atid preserve American rights; and as long as this 



spirit lasts no one need fear . American involve- 
tnont in the quarrel without just eanse. 

Meantime Germany reproaches us for our re- 
fusal to prohibit the sale of munitions to her 
enemies. Kngland some tiiaes grows qtn>rulouB 
because we insist on asserting pMneiplM VhilBh 
alwnys have been part of the warp and woof of 
our foreign policy, lint the ciianees are that when 
the war is over aud the fighting nations again look

Washington, July 2U.— President 
Wilson and his cabinet decided today 
on the general principles of the note 
to be sent to Germany within a few 
days renewing the efforts to secure 
for American citlsens protection In 
their rights on the high seas. The 
prealdent leail to liia ofHcial family 
assembled for the flrst time in a 
month, the draft of a communication 

answering the German mivernment's 
note of July 8, which failed to grant 
the demands of the XTnlted States 
growing out of the sinking of the Lu- 
sitania. The draft was incomplete In 
form. On Its character and purposes, 
however, there was unsnimous agree- 
ment, and Secretary I..anslng was at 
work tonight putting In more precise 
language the ideaa set forth. 

Members of t)ie cabinet generally 
l)re8erved secrecy ri'Kanling the prob- 
able contents of the communication 
and the president csutloned agaiii^ 
detailed speculation In advance of the 
publication of the document, lest mis- 
tfken impressions be cabled abroad 
before the actual text is received in 
Berlin. Such Information as was ob- 
(ainnhie concerning the nature of the 
new note was chiefly of a negative 
character. Cabinet officers made It 
clear that It would not be an ultima- 
tum or make auy threats as to the 
future purposes of the United States. 
At the same time they pointed out 
that it would probably have an air of 
nnality, curUiltng the field of dis- 
cuBBion and negotiation and placing 
Bfiuarely on Germany the reBponsibil- 
ity for any actions that might subse- 
Quently endanger the friendly rela- 
tions of the two countries. The com- 
munication will he couched in friendly 
terms although it will follow the spir- 
it of firmness that has characterised 

previous notefl. 

Today s conference was devoted to 
an extent to a discussion of what the 
American people really wanted th*? 
Washington government to say and 
do in the present crisis. So far as the 
cabinet oillcers could judge by their
